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Ohio  Graduates  Meet  In  Series  Of  Reunions 
Extending  From  Coast  To  Coast 

Enthusiasm  and  Qood  Attendance  Mark  Chapter  Meetings 


Since  the  preparation  of  the  copy  for  the 
last  number  of  The  Ohio  Alumnus  eight  alum- 
ni chapter  meetings  have  been  held  in  some 
of  the  largest  cities  in  the  country — Philadel- 
phia, Washington,  D.  C,  New  York,  Boston, 
Los  Angeles,  Pittsburgh,  Chicago,  and  Colum- 
bus. 

Without  exception  the  dinners  and  the  ac- 
companying programs  were  well-planned  and 
successfully  staged.   The  work  of  chapter  of 
ficers  and  committees  bore  fruit  in  excellent 
attendances  at  most  of  the  reunions. 

Philadelphia.  As  a  result  of  the  cooperation 
cf  the  officers  and  members  of  the  chapters 
in  the  East  the  meetings  of  those  groups  were 
scheduled  within  the  period  of  a  week  for  the 
convenience  of  their  guests  from  the  Univer- 
sity, Dean  E.  W.  Crubb  and  the  Alumni  Secre- 
Lfiry. 

The  eastern  series  opened  at  Philadelphia 
with  a  dinner  at  the  Philadelphia  Electric 
Club,  on  Feb.  22.  The  officers  in  charge  were 
Mr.  Arthur  A.  Brainerd,  '15,  and  Mrs.  Mabel 
ITowell  Livingston,  '11.  There  were  twenty- 
two  guests  present. 

In  addition  to  the  address  by  Dean  Chubb 
and  the  word  of  greeting  by  the  Alumni  Sec- 
retary, Toastmaster  Brainerd  elicited  brief 
responses  from  all  other  guests  present.  Mr. 
Marshall  F.  Parrish,  '76,  a  graduate  of  fifty 
years  ago,  read  a  fine  letter  directed  to  the 
Philadelphia  gi'oup  by  the  university's  old  and 
well-beloved  friend  and  former  president.  Dr. 
W.  H.  Scott,  '62.  Among  the  special  guests  of 
the  occasion  upon  whom  "honorary"  member- 
ship in  the  Alumni  Association  was  conferred 
with  fitting  ceremony  were  two  of  Dean 
Chubb's  brothers.  Dr.  John  C.  Chubb  and  Mr. 
William  C.  Chubb,  of  Philadelphia. 

The  new  officers  elected  to  head  the  group 
for  the  coming  year  are  Mrs.  A.  E.  Livingston, 
'11,  president,  and  Mr.  A.  B.  Hughes,  '11-ex, 
secretary.  The  chapter  voted  to  hold  a  picnic 
during  the  following  summer  or  fall. 

Washington,  D.  C.  The  Ohio  folk  of  tho 
Washington  area  were  convened  on  Feb.  24 
by  their  president,  Mr.  I.  M.  Foster,  '95.  Mr. 
Foster  was  ably  assisted  in  the  perfection  of 
his  arrangements  by  the  chapter  secretary, 
Mr.  Noble  C.  Shilt,  '21,  and  by  Dr.  Winifred 
Richmond,  '10. 


Following  the  dinner  in  the  Garden  House 
of  the  Grace  Dodge  Hotel  the  program  was  o- 
pened  with  the  singing  of  "Beloved  Ohio",  a 
new  college  song.

Addresses  by  Dean  Chubb  and  by  Strick- 
land Gillilan,  '90-ex,  nationally  known  humor- 
ist, were  features  of  an  unusually  fine  pro- 
gram presided  over  by  Mr.  Foster.  Secretary 
Shilt  read  a  letter  from  Prof.  Frederici: 
Treudley  who  had,  the  previous  week,  left 
Washington  for  a  second  extended  visit  to 
California.  Other  speakers  to  be  heard,  brief- 
ly were:  Miss  Minnie  Dean,  '22,  Dr.  James 
A.  Lyon,  '05-ex,  Dr.  Charles  F.  Blake,  '91,  of 
Baltimore;  former  Ohio  state  senator,  D.  H. 
Moore,  and  the  Alumni  Secretary. 

Mr.  MacWilliams,  having  done  his  "turn" 
at  the  theatre,  retui'ned  at  this  point  in  the 
program  and  delighted  the  group  with  more  of 
his  musical  offerings.  Adjournment  was  taken 
after  the  singing  of  Alma  Mater. 

The  officers  elected  for  1927-28  were:

Lyon,  vice-president;  and  Mr.  Noble  C.  Shilt, 
secretary.  There  were  forty  guests  present  at 
the  dinner. 

New  York.  The  Gothamites  and  their  neigh- 
bors answered  the  call  of  the  New  York  presi- 
dent, Mr.  R.  P.  Rose,  '12,  and  gathered  on  the 
evening  of  Feb.  26,  at  the  Fraternities  Club, 
on  59th  Street,  for  their  annual  social  re- 
union.  The    attendance    numbered    sixty-two. 

Dr.  Anna  Pearl  MacVay,  '88,  national  pres- 
ident of  the  alumni  association,  presided  as 
toastmistress  and  directed  the  speaking  activ- 
ities after  the  dinner.  The  singing  of  college 
songs  by  the  group  was  directed  by  Mr.  Mostyn 
L.  "Bump"  Jones,  '13,  who  also  sang  two 
much-enjoyed  solo  numbers.  The  enthusiasm 
and  high  spirit  of  the  banqueters  was  demon- 
strated in  their  vociferous  participation  in  a 
number  of  cheers  and  yells. 

At  the  conclusion  of  Dr.  Chubb's  address 
Miss  MacVay  called  upon  three  guests  whose 
remarks  were  heard  with  great  interest.  Dr. 
Albert  Leonard,  '88,  superintendent  of  schools. 
New   Rochelle,   N.   Y.;   Mr.    C.   E.    Skinner,   a 
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widely-known  research  engineer  with  the 
Westinghouse  Electric  Co.,  Pittsburgh;  and 
Dr.  Henry  W.  Elson,  former  professor  of  Hist- 
ory, Ohio  University,  and  former  president, 
Theil   College,  were  the  three  speakers.

The  work  of  getting  the  group  together  on 
Feb.  28  was  largely  in  the  hands  of  the  chap- 
ter secretary,  Mr.  Ralph  D.  Powell,  '20,  who 
was  reelected  to  that  position.  Mr.  Thomas 
M.  Wolfe,  '19,  was  chosen  to  head  the  organ- 
ization for  the  ensuing  year. 

Los  Angeles.  The  Windsor  Tea  Room,  Los 
Angeles,  was  the  place,  and  Feb.  26  the  date, 
of  the  annual  get-together  of  Ohio  University 
alumni  and  friends  in  southern  California.  The 
affair  was  sponsored  by  the  officers  of  the 
Los  Angeles  chapter,  Mr.  Fred  S.  Pickering, 
'19,  president;  Prof.  Samuel  0.  Welday,  '12, 
vice-president;  and  Mrs.  Lena  Koons  Swaim, 
'12-2  yr.  secretary.  Mrs.  Jane  Dowd  Dailey, 
'13,  who  is  spending  the  winter  in  California, 
presided  over  the  toast  program. 


Following  the  opening  song,  "Alma  Mater, 
Ohio",  President  Pickering  was  called  upon 
and  gave  the  most  recent  word  regarding  the 
Alumni  Memorial  Auditorium  plans. 

Miss  Lena  Patterson,  '09,  responded  to  the 
toast,  "Ohio's  Professors  -  Our  Favorites". 
Since  she  had  been  closely  associated  with  Miss 
Louise  Stahl,  of  the  art  department,  she  paii 
especial  tribute  to  her  former  instructor. 

Mr.  George  C.  Blower,  '12,  chose  to  speak 
on,  "Characters  That  Influence  -  Real  and 
Ficticious".  Beginning  with  the  philosophy  of 
of  Andy  Gump,  he  traced  it  through  Edgar 
Guest's  poetry,  closing  with  the  debt  he  owed 
to  Dean  Chubb  in  establishing  for  him  th'j 
philosophy  of  life  which  is  now  his. 

"Stand  Up-  And  Cheer"  was  followed  by  a 
talk  by  Mr.  O.  D.  Dailey,  '97-ex,  whose  refer- 
ences were  to  "Athletics",  comparing  the 
sports  of  his  day  with  those  of  the  present. 

Mr.  S.  O.  Welday,  '12,  and  Mrs.  Welday 
(Edith  M.  McCormick,  '12),  were  next  intro- 
duced. After  a  few  reminiscences  of  Ohio  and 
its  professors,  Mr.  Welday  spoke  on  the  sub- 
ject, "California  Incorporated". 

Dr.  C.  L.  Jones,  manager  of  the  Athens 
Home  Telephone  Co.,  who  was  in  Los  Angeles 
on  business,  was  called  upon  by  Mrs.  Dailey  be- 
cause, as  she  said,  he  was  not  only  an  unfin- 
ished product  of  Ohio,  but  also  because  he  had 
more  "wires"  connected  with  the  university 
than  any  other  living  person.  All  other  guests 
present  were  introduced  at  this  time  and  let- 
ters of  greeting  and  regret  were  read  from 
several  who  were  unable  to  attend  the  dinner. 

The  concluding  talk  was  made  by  Prof. 
Geoffrey  Morgan,  former  popular  Ohio  Uni- 
versity professor  and  Athens  school  sup^erin- 
tendent.  Mrs.  Dailey  closed  the  meeting  by 
calling  long  distance  on  an  imaginary  tele- 
phone, obtaining  Clark  Williams,  the  alumni 
secretary,  at  Athens,  and  extending  gi'eetings 
from  the  Los  Angeles  chapter  -  requesting 
the  operator  to  reverse  the  tolls  and  charge 
the  same  to  Dr.  C.  L.  Jones,  then  present.

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After  Five  Long  Years 

The  campaign  to  raise  $300,000  by  subscription  from  Ohio  University  alumni  and  friends 
for  the  erection  of  an  alumni  memorial  auditorium  was  inaugurated  in  May,  1922,  nearly  five 
years  ago. 

It  was  apparent  after  several  months  of  intensive  effort  that  an  early  achievement  of  the 
end  and  purposes  of  the  campaign  would  be  impossible.  At  this  point  in  the  history  of  the 
memorial  project  the  original  campaign  organizers  and  managers  were  relieved  of  further  re- 
sponsibility and  the  authority  for  the  direction  of  affairs  was  vested  in  an  Alumni  Memor- 
ial Auditorium  Committee  elected  by  delegates  from  the  various  chapters  together  with  del- 
egates-at-large  representative  of  the  unorgani'ied  groups  of  alumni.  This  committee,  composed 
of  Mr.  F.  W.  Bush,  chairman.  Judge  L.  G.  Worstell,  Judge  E.  D.  Sayre,  Dr.  T.  R.  Biddle,  and 
the  Alumni  Secretary,  has  since  acted  in  behalf  of  the  general  alumni  body  in  the  campaign  for 
funds  and  in  the  work  of  collecting  the  pledges. 

When  all  efforts  of  the  committe  to  secure  subscriptions  for  the  amount  needed  for  the 
building  as  originally  conceived  and  planned,  had  failed,  the  state  legislature,  in  1925,  appro- 
priated a  sum  of  $160,000  to  be  used  in  the  construction  of  the  building  and  which,  when  added 
to  the  amount  subscribed,  would  cover  the  cost  of  the  building  and  the  architect's  fees. 

During  the  course  of  four  and  a  half  years  a  total  of  3112  individual  subscriptions  to  the 
building  fund  have  been  made,  2385  of  which  have  been  paid  in  full.  Of  the  remaining 
pledges,  727  in  number,  over  one-fourth  have  nad  partial  payments  recorded  in  their  favor. 

Within  a  few  days  after  going  to  press  the  buildings  committee  of  the  board  of  trustees 
of  the  university — the  latter  an  incorporated  body  designated  by  the  Ohio  University  Alumni 
Association  to  act  in  its  behalf — will  meet  to  open  bids  for  the  construction  of  the  auditori- 
um. Contracts  will  then  be  let  contingent  upon  an  immediate  or  early  collection  of  the  outstand- 
ing pledge  money. 

The  laws  of  the  state  require  that  all  the  money  involved  in  the  letting  of  a  contract  must 
be  in  hand  and  available  for  its  designated  purpose  before  the  board  of  trustees  can  legally 
enter  into  building  agreements.  The  entire  matter,  therefore,  of  whether  or  not  there  will  be 
an  immediate  start  made  this  spring  on  the  construction  of  the  building  is  in  the  hands  of  a 
small  minority  of  subscribers  who  have  it  within  their  power  to  still  further  delay  the  too-much 
delayed  and  long-awaited  consumation  of  a  project  admittedly  worthy  of  support,  desperate- 
ly needed,  and  now,  for  the  first  time,  possible  of  an  early  completion. 

Many  of  the  unpaid  pledges  have  been  reinforced  by  bankable  notes,  payable  "on  demand", 
as  evidences  of  the  continued  good  faith  of  their  makers.  These  notes  will  now  have  to  be 
placed  with  the  banks  for  collection  if  not  taken  care  of  at  the  office  of  the  treasurer  of  the 
fund  within  a  brief  period.  Many  other  subscribers  have  stated,  and  reiterated  their  state- 
ments many  times,  that  their  pledges  would  be  paid  upon  the  actual  letting  of  a  contract  for 
the  building.  These  folk,  also,  will  be  asked  to  make  good  on  their  promises.  The  subscribers 
not  represented  in  the  gToups  just  referred  to  and  who  have  given  no  indications  of  a  wil- 
lingness or  intention  to  redeem  their  pledges  will,  of  necessity,  have  to  shoulder  the  responsi- 
bility for  standing  in  the  way  of  the  work  and  of  frustrating  the  will  of  a  vast  majority  of 
their  fellow  alumni.  Such  a  deadlock  as  they  are  capable  of  effecting  cannot  long  be  con- 
doned in  the  interest  of  so  many  concerned.  The  exigencies  of  the  situation  will  then  furnish 
ample  justification  for  resoi'ting  to  the  legal  processes  of  collection. 

The  April  number  of  The  Ohio  Alumnus  will  contain  a  list  of  the  names  of  all  subscribers 
who  have  paid  their  pledges  in  full  together  with  the  amount  subscribed.

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Publications   Separated  From  Politics 

Control  of  the  four  campus  publications, 
The  Green  and  White,  the  Athena,  the  Green 
Goat,  and  the  "0"  Book,  is  separated  from 
campus  politics  in  a  plan  adopted  by  the  Cam- 
pus Affairs  Committee.  Under  the  new  ar- 
rangement, the  Committee  will  select  students 
to  fill  the  major  positions  on  the  publications, 
and  will  investigate  complaints  and  reports 
of  unsatisfactory  work  by  students  in  import- 
ant posts.  A  separate  board  will  administer 
the  finances  for  the  publications. 

Provisions  for  the  Athena,  which  give  the 
committee  the  annual  appointment  of  editor 
and  business  manager,  require  that  these  of- 
ficers will  be  juniors  who  have  worked  in  their 
respective  departments  in  their  sophomore 
year,  and  make  the  previous  editor  and  busi- 
ness manager  members  of  an  advisory  board 
for  the  year  book. 

The  finances  of  all  publications  will  be 
supervised  by  a  committee  which  was  appoint- 
ed by  President  Bryan,  composed  of  Prof. 
C.  M.  Copeland,  director  of  the  School  of 
Commerce,  George  C.  Parks,  university  treas- 
urer, and  Clark  E.  Williams,  alumni  secretary.

Miss  Coulter  received  the  highest  number 
of  votes  among  the  women  while  Ray  Don- 
nells was  highest  among  the  men.  Voting  was 
by  preferential  ballot.

The  Vanishing  "Prep" 

The    dusty,    disheveled    appearance    of    the 
fraternity  "prep"  of  Ohio  University,  well  re- 
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membered  as  a  customary,  conspicuous  sign 
of  the  arrival  of  "Hell  Week",  the  period  im- 
mediately preceding  fraternity  initiations  in 
the  spring,  was  absent  from  the  campus  this 
year  as  the  result  of  a  decision  made  by  mem- 
bers of  the  Inter-Fraternity  Council. 

It  was  decreed  that  pledges  should  not  be 
compelled  to  don  grimy  sweaters,  ancient 
trousers,  and  shredded  shirts.  Neither  were 
they  dequired  to  carry  about  heavy  dictionar- 
ies, wash-tubs,  eggs,  or  other  ludicrous  ob- 
jects. 

Interference  with  the  academic  work  of  the 
students  was  given  as  the  chief  reason  for  the 
elimination  of  these  practices.  Banta's  Greek 
Exchange  and  other  Greek  letter  organization 
publications  have  long  disseminated  propo- 
ganda  in  an  effort  to  persuade  college  groups 
against  excessive  "p^epping". 


Record  Enrollment 

The  number  of  students  who  are  enrolled  in 
Ohio  University  at  the  present  time  exceeds 
the  enrollment  for  any  previous  second  semes- 
ter in  the  history  of  the  school,  according  to 
information  obtained  from  the  Registrar's  of- 
fice. 

The  number,  1918  students,  is  not  quite  as 
large  as  for  the  first  semester  due  to  mid- 
year withdrawals  and  the  scholastic  ineligi- 
bility of  some  students  to  register  following 
a  probation  period.

Conference  at  Milwaukee. 


Another  Sorority 

The  fourteenth  national  woman's  Greek 
letter  organization  will  be  established  at  Ohio 
University  when  Alpha  Kappa  Gamma,  a  local 
g-roup,  will  be  installed  March  31,  and  April 
1  and  2,  as  the  fifty-first  chapter  of  Phi  Mu, 
a  national  sorority.  Four  national  officers 
will  be  present  to  conduct  the  work  of  instal- 
lation. 

Founded  at  Macon,  Georgia,  in  1852,  Phi 
Mu  is  the  second  oldest  national  sorority  in  the 
country.  The  local  chapter  was  founded  at 
Ohio  University  in  1923.  Other  Ohio  chapters 
in  Phi  Mu  are  located  at  Ohio  State,  Ohio 
Wesleyan,  and  Akron  univer- 
sities.

Thus 
in  a  recent  number  one  has  the  choice  of  read- 
ing an  article  on  "Sex  Differences  in  Hand- 
writing", "The  Effect  of  the  Advertising  Sec- 
tion Upon  the  Value  of  Individual  Advertise- 
ments in  It",  "An  Experiment  in  Testing  En- 
gine Lathe  Aptitude",  "Slang  as  an  Indication 
of  Character",  "The  Perceptibility  of  Auto- 
mobile License  Numbers",  and  "An  Infor- 
mation Test  Applied  to  Juve- 
nile Delinquents". 

The  journal  goes  to  nine- 
teen subscribers  in  Japan, 
fourteen  in  Russia,  twelve  in 
England,  ten  in  Canada, 
eight  in  China,  five  in  Ger- 
many, three  in  India,  two 
each  in  France  and  Australia, 
and  one  each  in  Manchuria 
and  Alaska.  The  publication 
is  kept  alive  purely  for  the 
publication  of  research  devel- 
opments in  applied  psychology 
and  gives  an  opportunity  for 
the  collection  of  data  in  that 
field  of  science. 

Dr.   William  F.    Book,  Indi- 
ana University,  is  a  co-editor 
with  Dr.  Porter.     Cooperating 
editors      are      professors      of 
Psychology  at  Princeton,  Wis- 
consin, Columbia,  Carnegie  Tech,  Bryn  Mawr, 
Harvard,   Northwestern,   Michigan,  and   other 
leading  universities.

Bids  for  Erection  of  Memorial  Auditorium  to  be 
Opened  in  Aprils-Long  Delay  to  End 

Legal  Period  for  Advertising  Soon  Up 


"Bids  for  the  erection  of  the  Ohio  Univer- 
sity Memorial  Auditorium  will  be  received  by 
the  board  of  trustees  of  the  university  until 
10  o'clock  in  the  morning-  of  April  2." 

There  is  more  real  news  embodied  in  that 
significant  paragraph  than  The  Ohio  Alumnus 
has  been  able  to  publish  in  almost  five  years. 
Statements  of  anticipation  are  about  to  give 
way  to  statements  of  realization. 

After  remaining  in  the  custody  of  the  State 
Architect  from  June,  1926,  until  five  weeks 
ago  the  plans  for  the  big  memorial  building 
have  finally  been  released  by  the  state  depart- 
ment, approved  by  the  board  of  trustees  and 
the  auditorium  committee,  and  legal  require- 
ments for  the  advertising  of  bids  complied 
with.  The  thirty  day  period  of  advertising  re- 
quired by  law  will  expire  on  Saturday,  April 
2,  and  o'n  that  day,  provided  there  is  a  bid 
within   the   money  then  available,   a   contract 


will  be  let  for  the  long-awaited  construction 
of  the  building  and  work  on  it,  delayed  for 
years  by  inability  to  finance  the  project  and 
for  months,  recently,  by  difficulties  of  a  me- 
chanical nature,  will  be  begun  at  once. 

The  plans  and  specifications,  which  com- 
prise forty  large  sheets,  were  approved  by  the 
building  committees  on  Founders'  Day,  Feb- 
ruary 18.  The  building  was  designed  and 
the  plans  prepared  by  Howell  and  Thomas, 
Cleveland  architects,  under  the  general  direc- 
tion of  Herbert  B.  Briggs,  state  architect.  It 
was  this  necessary  condition  of  dual  respon- 
sibility and  the  congestion  in  the  Columbus 
department's  office  that  resulted  in  the  delay 
of  recent  months.  Copies  of  the  plans  and 
specifications  are  on  file  in  the  following  of- 
fices, the  auditor  of  state,  the  state  architect, 
the  treasurer  of  Ohio  University,  Howell  and 
Thomas,  and  with  the  builders'  exchanges  of 
Columbus,  Dayton,  Cleveland,  and  Cincinnati. 


School  SupU  is  Kidnapped  by 
Colleagues  and  Students 

The  following  account  of  the  enthusiastic 
demonstration  that  followed  the  recent  mar- 
riage of  Mr.  J.  E.  "Jack"  Stage,  '15,  B.  S.  in 
Ed.,  is  taken  from  a  Crooksville,  Ohio,  news- 
paper. 

"J.  E.  Stage,  superintendent  of  the  Crooks-

MEET  DR.  JOB 


The  gentleman  whose  picture  appears  be- 
low these  words  is  Leonard  Bliss  Job,  A.  B., 
A.  M.,  Ph.  D.  Just  how  far  back  he  traces  the 
family  name  the  editor  does  not  know  but 
certain  it  is  that  he  is  a  man  of  high  charac- 
ter and  pleasing  personality. 

Dr.  Job  was  born  in  Putnam  county,  Indi- 
ana, Dec.  23,  1891.  He  was  educated  in  the 
rural  elementary  and  high  schools  of  his 
county. 

At  an  early  age  he  began  teaching  in  the 

rural  schools 
near  his  home. 
For  seven  years 
he  engaged  in 
work  in  the  ele- 
mentary schools 
a,nd  high  schools 
as  teacher  and 
principal.  In  the 
meantime  he  had 
completed  the 
work  for  the  A. 
B.  and  A.  M.  de- 
grees in  Indiana 
University.  The 
latter  degree  was 
awarded  in  1919. 
In  1919  Prof. 
Job  became  a 
training  officer 
with  the  Federal  Board  for  Vocational  Educa- 
tion in  Cincinnati.  In  1921  he  was  chosen  by 
the  state  board  of  education  in  Indiana  to  or- 
ganize the  civilian  rehabilitation  work  in  that 
state  under  the  federal  act  known  as  the 
Smith-Bankhead  act.  After  a  year  in  the  re- 
habilitation work  he  was  appointed  Assistant 
State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  in 
Indiana  in  which  capacity  he  served  until  his 
resignation  to  complete  the  work  for  a  Ph.  D. 
degree  in   Columbia  University. 

During  his  second  semester  at  Columbia  he 
served  as  a  half-time  assistant  in  Educational 
Research  and  in  the  second  year  was  a  full- 
time  Associate  in  research  while  preparing 
his  dissertation,  on  "Institutional  Manage- 
ment', for  the  doctorate.. 

From  Columbia  University  Dr.  Job  came  to 
Ohio  University  as  professor  of  Education. 
He  teaches  courses  in  School  Administration.

In  order  that  he  might  study  and  at  the 
same  time  continue  as  an  instructor,  Ronald 
Robinett,  '25,  B.  M.,  former  violin  assistant 
in  the  Ohio  University  School  of  Music,  has 
taken  a  position  on  the  faculty  of  Lake  Forest 
College,  Lake  Forest,  111.  He  will  be  instruct- 
or in  violin,  orchestra,  and  band.  He  will  con- 
tinue his  studies  under  Prof.  Scott  Willits,  a 
member  of  the  Ohio  faculty  last  year,  who  is 
at  present  in  Chicago  as  teacher  in  the  Amer- 
ican Conservatory  of  Music.  Mr.  Robinette 
was  concert  master  of  the  "Green  and  White" 
orchestra  while  on  the  Ohio  campus.

Court  Squad  Season  Ends;  Poor  Paper  Record 

Three  Consecutive  Victories  for  Qrand  Finale 


With  the  final  gun  in  the  Wittenberg  con- 
test on  March  5  Ohio's  1927  basketball  season 
came  to  a  close  and  the  last  entries  were  made 
in  the  journal  recording  victories  and  defeats. 
The  season,  from  the  standpoint  of  the  per- 
centage column,  has  been  the  most  disap- 
pointing in  years  and  much  the  worst  that  a 
Grover-coached  team  has  ever  experienced. 

No  one  will  say  that  the  team  should  have 
led  the  "league"  but  all  who  have  seen  the 
Bobcats  in  action  in  a  majority  of  their  games 
will  support  the  assertion  that  the  team  was  at 
least  fifty  percent  stronger  than  their  position 
in  the  Buckeye  cellar  would  indicate  to  per- 
sons unfamiliar  with  them.  As  has  been  point- 
ed out  before,  the  Ohioans  twice  battled  the 
Muskingum  five,  the  Ohio  conference  champ- 
ions, to  a  standstill  and  only  lost  to  them  in 
over-time  periods.  Likewise,  they  led  the 
B.  A.  A.  champions,  Denison,  until  the  last 
thirty  seconds  of  one  of  their  contests  when 
a  heart-breaking  basket  contributed  by  a  Den- 
ison guard  gave  his  team  a  victory  by  one 
point. 

The  team,  composed  largely  of  sophomores, 
has  been  physically  small  and,  to  a  great  ex- 
tent, inexperienced;  the  teams  that  they  have 
met  in  competition  in  the  Buckeye  group  have 
been  uniformly  large.  The  truth  of  the  oft- 
quoted  statement  that  "a  good  big  team  is  bet- 
ter than  a  good  little  team"  has  been  ade- 
quately demonstrated  by  Coach  Grover's 
1927  team. 

Ohio  Wesleyan 

The  Ohio  cagemen  retained  a  firm  hold  on 
the  cellar  position  in  the  Buckeye  Association 
when  they  lost  to  the  Methodists  at  Delaware 
on  February  22.  The  final  score  was  41  to 
32,  as  compared  with  41  to  27  in  a  previous 
game  with  this  team. 

For  several  years  Ohio  has  been  breaking 
even  with  the  Wesleyanites  in  the  floor  sport 
but  last  year  and  this  the  up-staters  have  ad- 
ministered double  doses  of  defeat. 

The  game  on  the  22nd  was  a  listless  affair. 
Both  teams  being  consistent  only  in  making- 
fouls.  It  was  the  Homecoming  game  for  Wes- 
leyan.  The  Bishops  led  at  the  end  of  the  half. 


21  -  12,  but  in  the  second  half  the  scoring  was 
even.   It  was  another  case  of  Ohio  making  a 
spurt  in  the  second  period  but  lacking  the  fin- 
al punch  to  put  over  a  win. 
Cincinnati 

With  "Red"  Bolton  out  of  the  game  on  per- 
sonals and  with  a  new  spirit,  the  Ohio  Bobcats, 
led  by  acting-captain  Eisenbrey,  threw  off 
their  jinx  and  mixed  things  up  with  the  Cin- 
cinnati Bearcats  so  effectively  that  when  the 
fur  had  ceased  to  fly  the  score  stood  36  to 
29  in  favor  of  the  Bobcats.  This  epochal  e- 
venb  took  place  in  Ohio  Gym  on  February  26. 

The  Cincy  contest  was  the  second  igame  to 
be  won  by  the  Ohions  in  the  Buckeye  loop  this 
year.  The  team  rallied  with  a  punch  this  time 
and  made  good  previous  threats  to  take  their 
games  out  of  the  fire  in  closing  periods.  Al- 
though Bolton,  Cincy's  giant  center,  is  a  lum- 
bering sort  of  fellow  he  accounted  for  12  of 
his  team's  17  points  in  the  first  half.  After 
his  dismissal  from  the  game  on  personal  fouls 
the  Ohio  machine  registered  fourteen  points 
in  rapid  succession  -  enough  to  win  by  a  fair 
margin. 

Marietta 

The  Grovermen  repeated  their  performance 
of  early  season  and  won  from  their  long'-time 
rivals.  Marietta  College,  32  to  21,  on  March 
2  on  the  local  floor. 

Shafer,  Blue  and  White  forward,  one  of  the 
best  courtmen  in  the  state,  who  scored  22  of 
his  teams  38  points  in  the  earlier  game,  was 
able  to  do  but  little  on  either  offense  or  de- 
fense this  time.  Macklin,  one  of  the  Bobcat 
centers,  scored  his  first  field  goal  on  the  Ohio 
floor.  While  this  latter  player  has  been  a  bear 
at  defense  he  has  contributed  but  a  mite  to 
the  scoring  power  of  his  team. 

Dubois,  Eisenbrey,  Burkholder,  Bayless, 
and  Macklin,  as  usual,  were  the  mainstays  for 
the  Ohioans. 

Wittenberg 

Revenge  proved  sweet  to  the  Green  and 
White  on  March  5  when  they  nosed  out  the 
Wittenberg  basketeers  in  a  speedy,  well-played 
game  on  Ohio's  home  floor.  The  victory  e- 
vened  the  count  with  the  team  from  western 
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Ohio  for  the  season  and  marked  the  conclud- 
ing game  on  the  Bobcat  schedule.  Eisenbrey 
played  his  last  game  in  an  Ohio  uniform. 

Contrary  to  their  usual  form,  the  Ohioans 
started  off  with  a  rush  and  scored  ten  points 
before  the  Springfielders  tallied  once.  At 
this  point,  however,  Armstrong,  Knotts  &  Co., 
went  into  action  for  Wittenberg  and  assisted 
in  bringing  up  their  score  to  within  one  point 
of  a  tie  at  the  end  of  the  first  half. 

The  shooting,  by  both  teams,  was  of  the 
brilliant  variety  and  the  floor-work  much  a- 
bove  the  average.  The  scoring  for  Ohio  was 
almost  evenly  divided,  with  Burkholder  get- 
ting 12  points,  Dubois  accounting  for  11  more, 
and  Bayless  and  "Eisey",  8  and  7.  The  vic- 
tory gave  the  Bobcats  a  record  of  three  con- 
secutive wins  and  made  possible  a  much  hap- 
pier retrospect  of  the  season  thus  brought  to 
a  close.

Coach  Olson  Produces  Second 
Championship  Team 

B.  A.  A.  Title  Remains  at  Ohio 


While  adversity  was  dogging  the  heels  of 
the  varsity  basketball  team  Coach  Thor  Olsen's 
niatmen  were  enjoying  a  kindlier  fate  and 
breezing  through  to  a  second  Buckeye  As- 
sociation  wrestling  championship. 

The  Ohio  wrestlers  engaged  in  six  inter- 
collegiate contests  in  addition  to  the  B.  A.  A. 
tournament  which  was  held  in  Athens.  Vic- 
tories were  registered  in  all  of  the  meets  with 
association  schools  while  the  two  defeats  were 
at  the  hands  of  Ohio  State  University  and 
Michigan  State  College.  Ohio's  victory  over 
the  strong  University  of  West  Virginia  squad 
was  the  outstanding  achievement  of  a  notable 
season. 

Brief  accounts  of  the  meets  thus  far  un- 
reported follow. 

West   Virginia 

Just  three  days,  Feb  19,  after  drubbing  the 
Ohio  Wesleyan  "Bishops",  26  to  5,  the  Bob- 
cats ventured  into  the  mountainous  lair  of 
genuine  wildcats  to  give  battle  to  the  Univer- 
sity of  West  Virginia  "Mountaineers",  in 
assaying  the  task  undertaken,  vdthout  suc- 
cess, by  the  mat  squad  from  the  United  States 
Naval  Academy  last  year,  Olson's  boys  and 
their  coach  proved  their  mettle  and  their 
courage.  The  men  journeyed  to  Morgantown 
with  full  knowledge  of  the  prowess  of  their 
opponents  but  mindful,  also,  of  the  fact  that 
on  their  own  team  were  four  men  whose 
shoulders  had  never  touched  the  mat  in  inter- 
collegiate   competition,    one    of    whom,    Cecil 
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Glass,  had  never  lost  a  match  either  by  fall 
or  decision.  As  a  result  it  was  less  of  a  sur- 
prise to  the  Olsonmen  than  to  their  followers 
that  a  clear-cut,  20  to  9  victory  was  recorded 
in  the  name  of  Ohio  University. 

The  Bobcats  tore  into  the  Mountaineers 
ferociously  and  before  the  home  squad  was 
awake  to  the  situation  they  had  lost  the  first 
two  matches  by  the  fall  route,  Glass  maintain- 
ing his  perfect  record  and  Griffith  annexing 
five  points  for  the  Green  and  White.  Ohio  took 
four  of  the  matches  by  falls  for  a  total  of  20 
points  while  the  West  Virginians  won  vic- 
tories in  three  matches,  by  decision,  for  their 
short-end  showing  of  9  points. 
Michigan   State 

The  following  week,  Feb.  26,  the  Ohioans 
again  left  their  home  precincts  and  traveled 
north  to  meet  the  representatives  of  Michig'an 
State  College,  at  Lansing,  about  whom  little 
was  known  other  than  that  they  had  estab- 
lished a  reputation  for  strength.  The  result 
of  this  contest  was  disa])pointing  but  by  no 
means  discouraging.  The  Bobcats  were  forced 
to  bow  to  the  former  "Aggies",  17  to  10, 
losing  one  fall  and  four  decisions  and  winning- 
two  decisions. 

The  squad  returned  home  with  no  excuses. 
Coach  Olson  said,  "We  have  no  alibi  but  wait 
until  next  year  when  they  come  down  here  for 
a  return  bout".  (Give  it  your  own  Swedish 
twist. ) 

Sereno  Shafer  and  the  cap'tain  of  the  Mich- 
igan squad  put  on  the  best  match  of  the  meet, 
it  lasted  for  sixteen  minutes,  six  minutes  over- 
time. The  Michigan  man  won  by  a  decision. 
This  wrestler  has  won  bouts,  at  his  weight, 
from  Chicago,  Notre  Dame,  and  Ohio  State. 
Wrestling  at  Michigan  State  is  a  major  sport. 
About  one  hundred  men  are  on  the  squad. 
B.  A.  A.  Tournament 

Matmen  from  Miami,  Denison,  Wesleyan, 
Cincinnati,  and  Ohio  gathered  in  Athens  March 
4  and  5  for  the  annual  B.  A.  A.  Wrestling- 
Tournament.  Wittenberg  was  the  only  as- 
sociation school  having-  no  part  in  the  sport  of 
the  Greeks. 

Drawings  and  "weighing  in"  was  the  first 
day's  opening  ceremony.  The  men  wrestled 
by  weights  rather  than  by  teams,  each  weight 
being  a  tournament  in  itself. 

The  outcome  of  the  tournament  was  a  de- 
cisive victory  for  the  Ohio  entrants.  The  com- 
parative scores  of  the  competing  teams:  Ohio 
38;  Cincinnati,  17;  Miami,  9;  Wesleyan,  6; 
and  Denison,  2. 

Only  one  Ohio  man  lost  his  match.  Glass, 
hitherto  undefeated,  losing  a  decision  to  Ben- 
ton, the  Cincinnati  captain.

and  Infielders  Scarce 

Coach  Don  Peden  is  limbering  up  the  mus- 
cles of  his  prospective  varsity  baseball  nine. 
With  the  loss  of  Jack  Sweeney's  pitching  and 
hitting,  and  Freddie  Beazel's  hitting  and  field- 
ing big  vacancies  are  left  in  the  team  whicn 
will  be  hard  to  fill. 

Pitchers  are  a  scarcity  this  spring.  Sweeney 
who  carried  the  burden  of  the  pitching  last 
year  is  ineligible.  Fuller,  a  veteran  of  last 
year's  team,  and  Barfoot  are  the  most  prob- 
able contenders  for  the  flingers'  berth.

three  times.  Ohio  University  vanning  in  1924 
and  in  1925,  had  an  opportunity  to  secure  the 
cup  this  year. 

The  disappointment  of  the  Ohio  University 
boys  over  their  loss  this  year  is  almost  im- 
measurable. The  club  is  undoubtedly  the 
strongest  ever  to  represent  the  school  and 
hopes  were  high  for  victory  in  the  contest. 
That  the  ability  of  the  group  is  not  over-rated 
on  the  campus  is  proved  by  the  comparative 
ratings  made  by  the  judges  of  the  Columbus 
contest.  Two  of  the  three  judges  ranked  the 
Ohio  singers  first  among  the  eleven  contest- 
ants while  the  third  brought  about  disaster  by 
assigning  them  to  fifth  place.  Had  this  third 
judge  been  disposed  to  give  the  Green  and 
White  a  more  sympathetic  consideration  the 
contest  and  the  cup  would  easily  have  gone  to 
Ohio. 

The  judges  were  Frederick  J.  Lehmann,  O- 
berlin;  John  Finley  Williamson,  Dayton;  and 
Robert  W.  Roberts,  Columbus.
